Further decrease in cow herd expected 


U.S. cow slaughter is con¬ 
tinuing at a rate which is- 
putting the basic cow herd 
back into better balance 
with demand for beef, the 
American National Cattle¬ 
men’s Assn, pointed out. 

The nation's cow herd to¬ 
taled 52.4 million head on 
Jan. 1, 1977—down 4% 
from a year earlier nnd 8% 
from the peak in 1975, 
according to the govern¬ 
ment's latest cattle inven¬ 
tory report. This reduction 
in herd size resulted pri¬ 
marily from a record large 
cow slaughter of 11.6 mil¬ 
lion head in 1975 and 10.6 
million in 1976.

Bull selection 
topic of CSU 
March 29 meet 

Effective choice of breed¬ 
ing bulls will be the theme 
of a Beef Cattle Selection 
Clinic, March 29-30, at 
Colorado State University, 
Ft. Collins. 

Top cattlemen and edu¬ 
cators from throughout the 
western states will conduct 
sessions beginning at 9:30 
a.m., March 29, 

Dr. Robert Taylor, animnl 
sciences professor, said the 
program will, consist of 
various sessions dealing 
with slaughter steers and 
carcasses, feeder cattle, 
cows and heifera, and bulls. 

“We will cover the entire 
range of animals in the beef 
production cycle with parti¬ 
cular emphasis upon the 
selection of the correct 
bulls,” Taylor said. 

He said it will be a clinic 
In which participants will 
become involved In working 
with live cattle, carcasses, 
displays and various dis¬ 
cussion groups.

nenberg and Lowell Watts, 
Director of the Agriculture 
Extension Service, CSU, 
had taken off in a light air¬ 
craft from Denver to assess 
the damage and visit with 
stockmen and growers in 
the area. 

ASCS Director Sonnen- 
berg's immediate task was 
to decide if ASCS should 
adopt emergency wind 
erosion control measures, a 
government cost-sharing 
program. The program is 
applicable to land subject to 
serious wind erosion be¬ 
cause of extended periods of 
insufficient moisture. After 
visiting with stockmen and 
growers at Wray, Eads, 
Burlington and Lamar, 
Colo., and flying over the 
storm area, all agreed that 
adequate damage had 
occurred to warrent the 
emergency program. 

Because of the serious¬ 
ness of the wind damage 
danger, Sonnenberg and 
stockmen agreed to elimin¬ 
ate h past cost sharing poli¬ 
cy requiring that producers 
perform at least one prior 
tillage operation to control 
wind damage before being

eligible for cost sharing 
funds. 

In previous years the cost 
sharing level for wind 
erosion control measures 
was SI.38 per acre. After 
cost negotiations with 
producers in the wind 
damaged area, Sonnenberg 
said lie believed $3 was a 
reasonable figure based on 
current costs. His office is 
expected to announce the 
new cost sharing amount 
this week. 

While most growers put 
the wheat loss at 8-10%, 
there was no doubt about 
severity of the danger. “If 
there is no moisture before 
the next big blow, chances 
are most of this wheat crop 
will be lost," -suggested Ex¬ 
tension Service Director 
Watts who piloted the trip 
over the damaged area. 

The soil is particularly 
susceptible to blowing 
because it is extra dry and 
because wheat growth 
above ground is so sparse in 
many areas. 

The problem could be 
compounded if there is 
another hard freeze, which 
could damage young wheat 
plants that have started to 




green up early because of 
unusually warm weather. 
Nevertheless, there is still 
hope for the crop if a real 
wet, sloppy snow hits in the 
next few weeks. 

Despite the double dan¬ 
gers of wind and drouth, 
economic problems re¬ 
mained the biggest fear of 
both stockmen and wheat 
growers visited. Many 
wheat farmers are in bad 
financial trouble because of 
low prices for their grain.

Around Hugoton, in the 
second county back from the 
Colorado line and on the 
Oklahoma border, local 
blowing was estimated to 
have damaged up to 10,000 
acres. Stevens County har¬ 
vested 39,600 acres of 
wheat last year after dry 
weather led to abandon¬ 
ment of almost half of its 
86,000 seeded acres.

Lynn Adamson who has a 
4000 head feed lot at Wray, 
Colo., expressed the stock¬ 
man's view about low cattle 
nnd feed prices: "Cheap 
corn isn't going to keep us 
going. Our corn and wheat 
grower neighbors have to 
make a living too." 

Government programs, 
the group was told, often 
penalize producers with the 
best practices. "We baled 
weeds to help feed our cows 
and thus we're not eligible 
for the emergency feed 
program," explained Har¬ 
old Henry who bus a 90 cow 
herd near Towner, Colo. 
Others noted that many 
stockmen in serious finan¬ 
cial shape were forced to 
sell ml la to pay hills. 
Upshot: They are not 
eligible under the emergen¬ 
cy feed grain program 
either. 

Fence damage was the 
biggest surprise for tho 
louring group. Many east- 
west fences are covered 
with silt and will require 
dozer blades to clean out. 
Others were blown over or 
damaged, allowing cuttle to 
drift. Indeed, it appeared 
fences were the most costly 
immediate result of winds 
that raked the area. 
Commissioner Goulding 
snid he would look into 
sources of state funds to re¬ 
pair fences while ASCS's 
Sonnenberg is looking into 
possible federal relief pro¬ 
grams.

program to help keep the 
industry posted on trends in 
cow herd size, including 
apparent relationships with 
beef demand. 

ANCA President Wray 
Finney noted that there has 
bean a long-term upward 
trend in U.S, cow numbers 
aa beef production has in¬ 
creased along with in¬ 
creases in population and 
income. However, the 10- 
year cattle cycles have 
brought sharp swings in 
herd size above and below 
the upward trend line. 

With the past two years 1 
large cow slaughter—re¬ 
sulting from drouth in some 
areas as well as extreme 
financial losses—the cow 
herd has now returned to 
the trend tine,” Finney 
said. 11 A further drop in cow 
numbers is likely, though, 
because of herd liquidations 
and reductions brought on 
by current adverse eco¬ 
nomics and woether. In fact, 
the cow herd could decline 
somewhat in 1978 ns well as 
1977. 

"The tendency for cow 
numbers in each cycle is to

Senate committee hears 
farmers’ views on bill

After explaining their 
views on new farm legis¬ 
lation to the House agricul¬ 
ture committee, several 
farm groups repeated those 
views before the Senate 
agriculture committee. 

Senator Charles Percy 
(R-Ill.) also appeared before 
the committee to express 
his concern about tying 
farm price supports to costs 
of production. "We would 
oventiiully have higher land 
prices, higher price sup¬ 
ports and possibly a surplus 
of grain like we ac¬ 
cumulated in the 1950s and 
60s," he suid. 

Percy also said he hopes 
Uin coinmiUeo will pass le¬ 
gislation suon that will dost 
with drouth now plaguing 
U.S. fanners. 

Basically agreeing with 
Percy, American Farm 
Bureau Federation presi¬ 
dent Allan Grant Laid the 
committee the Farm Bureau 
favors a five-year extension 
pf the 1973 Form Act. Tho 
AFBF does not support 
tjnng price supports to cost 
of production, Grant said 
because the escalator clause

chairman Fred Helnkel also

historic levels, and if popu¬ 
lation growth slows, a 
slower average rate of 
growth in cow herd size may 
be required in future years. 

One thing to keep in 
mind, ANCA said, is that 
the beef supply from a given 
size cow herd does not reach 
the market until Hi to 2 
years after birth of the off¬ 
spring. Thus, the recent re¬ 
ductions in cow herd size 
will not be fully felt in the 
marketplace until 1978 and 
1979—just as the large 1974 
calf crop was not fully re¬ 
flected until 1976 (when 
there were record large beef 
supplies ns a result of herd 
liquidation as well as the 
record large calf crop two 
years earlier.) 

Cattle-Fax said that, 
based on current econo¬ 
mics, annual per capita beef 
supplies may have to drop to 
around 1161b. or less before 
industry returns will be 
generally favornble (al-

Prospects now are that 
per capita supplies will de¬ 
crease from 129 lb. (carcass 
weight) in 1976 to about 121 
lb. in 1977 and 116 lb. in 
1978, with a further decline 
in 1979 and perhaps 1980, 
before cyclical increases in 
per capita supplies resume. 

Finney went on to point 
out that, during past cycles, 
beef production was in¬ 
creasing not just because of 
larger cow numbers but also 
because of significantly 
rising output per cow. The 
increase per cow resulted 
from 1) a shift from dairy to 
beef cows; 2) an increase in 
fed beof as a proportion of 
the total: 3) decreased calf 
slaughter and more feeding 
out of calves; 4) improved 
calving rate; 6) improved

Subcommittee on Family 
Farms, Rural Development 
and special studies on a plan 
by Continental Illinois Na¬ 
tional Bank and Merrill 
Lynch to create a pension 
fund plan for farmland in¬ 
vestment. Continental is 
now seeking Internal Re¬ 
venue Service approval for 
tax exemption for the fund. 

Representative Fredrick 
Richmond (D-N.Y.) termed 
the plan illegal. Under Sec¬ 
tion 29 of the National Bank 
Act, he said, “Banks are not 
allowed to invest in land." 
E.L. Walker, legal counsel 
for Continental Bank told 
the committee the bank 
would be acting as a trustee 
and therefore should be 
allowed to own land, 

Richmond also said it was 
illegal for Continental Bank 
to hire the law firm of Baker 
and McKenzie as its at¬ 
torneys because former 
Agriculture Secretary John 
Knebel is a member of the 
law Arm. 

Continental Bank vice 
president Charles Hall told 
the committee it would be 
“premature," if Continen¬ 
tal gets IRS approval to start 
the plan without consider¬ 
ation being given to the 
committee's response. Con-

looking for the committee's 
opproval for the plan or to 
work out an alternative 
scheme with the committee. 

Congressional opposition 
to the scheme centers on 
fears of increased land 
prices forcing farmers out of 
business, the proliferation 
of land funds that would 
take food production out of 
the hands of farmers and 
the tax advantage the fund 
would have over the 
farmers. 

Representative Alvin Bal- 
dus (D-Wis.j told the com¬ 
mittee he has introduced a 
bill to block "the corporate 
entry into the farming 
scene. ’ * He also said he has 
written a letter to Treasury 
Secretary Michael Blumen- 
thal urging him to dis¬ 
courage IRS from granting 
non-profit tax status. 

Representative Berkley 
Bodeli (D-Iowa) said he, 
along with other members 
of the committee, would do 
all he could to oppose the 
plan. 

"The Ag-Land fund," 
Representative Paul Find¬ 
ley (R-lll.) said, * ‘would tear 
a hole in the nation's family 
farm system large enough 
for a truck to pass through. 1 ' 

Jnmes Mooney, president 
of Merrill Lynch, told the 
committee, "We're not 
overwhelmed with interest 
in the plan. It will take our 
concerted selling skill to tell 
the story." He said that, 
since the plans have become 
public, his company has re¬ 
ceived generally favorable 
comments on the plan from 
many small farmers. The 
plan he said, was a way to 
keep farmers on the land, by

providing needed funds. At 
the same time the plan al¬ 
lowed pension funds an in¬ 
vestment alternative. 

Continental Bank's trust 
department vice president 
William Sayre said the fund 
would give farmers a long 
term lease of up to five 
yenrs, compared to the nor¬ 
mal one year lease. This 
would give the renting 
farmer stability. Under the 
plan the farmer operator 
would be "his own boss" 
being the full-time manager 
of the farm. The farmer 


would have the opportunity 
to purchase the farm. 

The congressmen were 
skeptical of Continental 
Bank's statements on the 
leasee's opportunity to pur¬ 
chase the farm and to have 
operating freedom. In the 
trust declaration given to 
the committee there was no 
mention of purchase oppor¬ 
tunities and the sample 
lease submitted gave spe¬ 
cific control of the operation 
to Continental Bank. 

Hall explained the plan is 
still in the development 


stage. He said the lease was 
a standard lease, which 
would be changed to give all 
management rights to the 
leasing farmer. 

Hall explained that under 
the IRS exemption, Con¬ 
tinental Bank would only 
have a role as passive inves- 
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tors. To be tax exempt Con¬ 
tinental Bank would not be 
able to take an active role in 
farm operation. 

An IRS spokesman told 
the committee that IRS has 
to give a ruling within 270 
days of receiving a request, 
and to make a ruling on 
“passive investment," the 
IRS will hfive to examine the 
new lease.

ONE OP THE KEY MARKET factors continues to be the 
weather. The severe cold has broken, but the drouth in 
many areas continues. A new element developed two weeks 
ago—dust storms. Very high winds have carried away soil 
from Kansas, Oklahoma, and Texas. Rain brought much 
needed moisture to some areas, but the precipitation was 
not nearly enough to relieve critical conditions in some sec¬ 
tions. 

There is fear continued dryness could accelerate liqui¬ 
dation of cattle. Recent weakness in the feeder market is 
attributed in part to weather. Through the third week of 
January cow slaughter was down 19% from a year ago, but 
still up 8% from 1976. Some analysts feel when figures for 
subsequent weeks are available, a week to week increase in 
slaughter of breeding stock will be noted. The cold weather 
and resultant increased utility bills are now being received 
by consumers. The impact on meat consumption may soon 
become evident. Some feel tighter budgeting might be 
reflected at the meat counter.

Taking advantage of tax 
angles when buying or 
selling real estate may save 
a farmer or rancher thou¬ 
sands of dollars, contends 
an economist for the Texas 
Agricultural Extension Ser¬ 
vice. 

“After buying a farm or 
ranch, it's important to set 
up the right tax 'basis' for 
the land," says Dr. Wayne 
Hayenga. "The basis is the 
amount of money allocated 
for land out of the total pur¬ 
chase price of the estate. 
This is the amount that will 
be used for figuring taxes if 
you sell the farm or are In¬ 
volved in an estate settle¬ 
ment." 

Next, allocate part of the 
total price to unharvested 
crops, advises the Texas 
A&M University System 
economist. This amount will 
be the starting point or basis 
for figuring net profit or loss 
realized on income tax 
during the year crops are 
sold. 

“How much you allocate 
to crops can make a lot of 
difference in the amount of 
taxes you pay," contends 
Hayenga. “The higher the 
amount allocated to unhar¬ 
vested crops, the less 
income you will have to pay

taxes on when you sell the 
crops.” 

All buildings, equipment 
and timber on the land must 
also be given a value. These 
amounts will establish a 
basis for setting up depre¬ 
ciation schedules and figur¬ 
ing timber depletion. 

“If mineral and water 
rights are included in the 
purchase price of the estate 
and are considered valuable 
in your location, put a value 
on these also," notes the 
economist. 1 ‘It’s a good idea 
to get professional help 
when figuring these va¬ 
lues." 

Hayenga sayB the best 
time to sell real estate is 
when crops are still in the 
ground. This is because 
prdceeds from the sale of 
unharvested crops are 
eligible for long-term capi¬ 
tal gains treatment (lower 
tax rate) if the farm has 
been held for more than six 
months. Income from crops 
harvested and sold separ¬ 
ately is usually considered 
ordinary income and is not 
eligible for capital gains 
treatment. 

When transferring a farm 
to a son or daughter, one 
way to avoid charging a 
fixed price is to arrange 


payments in the form of a 
percentage of the annual 
farm receipts over a number 
of years. Hayenga points 
out. 

"In this arrangement the 
buyer could not claim a tax 
deduction on payments 
made, but the seller would 
not be taxed for payments 
received until the basis or 
original cost of the farm was 
recovered, After that, pay¬ 
ments would be taxable 
under the capital gains rate. 

"If you decide to use this 
type of agreement, be sure 
to draw up a clear and 
concise contract," Hayenga 
advises. 

Good management of the 
sale of a farm residence with 
a farm can also save money 
on taxes. 

"If you sell a farm resi¬ 
dence with a farm at a profit 
and reinvest some or all of 
the proceeds within a year 
in a house in town or 
another farm residence, the 
profit from the house sold is 
not taxable," says the 
economist. 

"Thus it’s important to 
determine before the sale 
how much out of the total 
price of the farm is for the 
house. If you sold a house 
for $60,000 and then re-

Major scabies 
outbreak found 


A major outbreak of cattle 
scabies that could involve as 
many as 30,000 head of cat¬ 
tle has been reported in 
Dawson County in central 
Nebraska. 

Nebraska state veteri¬ 
narian Dr. Norman Kruse, 
said scabies haB been iso¬ 
lated in seven different 
cases and officials are con¬ 
tinuing to assess the seri¬ 
ousness of the outbreak. A 
number of chemical dipping 
stations havo been set up in 
the Lexington, Neb. area to 
treat the disease. 

In the meantime, Nebra¬ 
ska veterinary officials are 
tracing the origin of the 
cattle which Kruse said 
could havo come from 
Texas, Oklahoma or New 
Mexico.
